Effect of the News of Cleveland's Elec 
tion on the Stock Market—Consul- 
tations of the Arch-Conspirators—An 
Interview.

New Yors, November 7.—The excitement down- 
town yesierday over the returns in this State was 
‘ éven more intense than on the previous day. Great 
| indignation prevailed over the evident withholding 
of returns, and their manipulation to affect the 
stock market. Durinz the day an Associated Press 
bu letin stated that Blaine was 155 ahead This put 
up the price of the Union Pacific several points. 
A few moments later, a bulletin appeared stating 


that this was incorrect, and that Cleveland 
was ahead. Tuen Union Pacific tum- 
bled. The stock market foilowed the 
character’ of the election returns pretty 


closely, butasa whole was weak, as the belief 
strengtiiened that Cleveland was elected. The feel- 
ing was universally one of regret that the vote was 
so close, as itwas feared that the excitement might 
lead to trouble, perhaps bloodshed. Many Repub- 
licans said: “I voted for Blaine. but I hope Cleve- 
land is seated. If hes not, it will be due to bribery 
and fraud, and I fear trouble.*’ Merchants gen- 
erally deprecated doing anything to add fuel to the 
fiame. Mr. Henry Hentz, ex-president of the Cotton 
Exchange. an ardent Cleveland man, said that 
he hoped the merchants would not be hasty 
in any movement that would add to the 
excitement. but adopt conservative views. Excite- 
meut ran high yesterday with Jay Gould, ex-Gover-. 
nor Cornell, Cvrus W. Field. Russell Sage and other 
great monopoiists of the Grand Old Party who based 
their hopes of a glorious hereafter on the success of 
James G. Blaine. Through the day messengers 
from the Western Union office were admitted to 
their offices bearing private inférmation from the 
telegraph officers, who every half hour summarized 
the situation and kept their miili naire employers 
informed. The wires running into Gvuld’s office

flis New England Ancestry--Struggles and 
Adversifies in Early Life—A Poor Man of 
the Common People, Self-Taught and Self- 
Made—His Remarkable Sense of Duty—A 
Thorough Democrat in All His Instincits— 
riow He Rose From a Lawyer's Office Boy 
tobe Mayor of Buffalo and President-Elect 
ofthe United States--A Simple Character, 


Yet Full of Massive Strength. 


Down in the obscure town of Caldwell, Essex 
County, N. J., there stands yet a little two-story and 
a half white house with wooden shutters, and there 
(i the year 1837 was born Stephen Grover Cleve 
land, now president-elect of the United States. He 
has only the most shadowy recollection of it, for 


when he was 8 years of age, his fatner, who was 4 


Presbyterian minister, with large family and 4 smal: 
salary. moved by way of the Hudson River and the 
Erie Canal to Fayetteville, in search of an increased 
income and alarger field of work. Fayetteville, was 
then the most straggling of country villages—about 
five miles from Pompey Hiil, where Governor Sey- 
mour was born. Here the boy Grover Cleveland first 
went to school in the good old-fashioned way and 
presumably distinguished himseif after the manner 
of all viliage boys in doing all the things that he 
ought not todo. One thing appears to be indispu- 
table. He at the age of 14 had outgrown the capaci- 
ty of the village school and expressed a most em- 
phatic desire to be sent to an academy. To this his 
father as emphatically objected. Academies’ in 
those days cost money. Besides, the elder Cleve- 
land wanted the lad to become self-supporting by 
the quickest possible road. The quickest possible 
road iu Fayetteville was the country store, where 
the pastor witha large family had considerable 
personal influence, Fifty dollars was to be paid the 
bov the first year, and if he proved trustworthy he 
was to receive $100 the second year. 
IN A COUNTRY STORE. 

One ean easily enough picture the employment if 
one knows what a thriving country store is, its dur 
ties ranging, with scarcely time for intermediate 
soap and water, from dealing out mackerel and mo 
lasses to cutting off cotton print enough for the vil” 
lace belle’s new dress. There isa tradition which 
comes from Fayetteville, not at ali ill-defined, that 
svoung Cleveland in two years proved himself so 
trustworthy that his employers used al] their elo- 
quence to get him to stay on indefinitely. 1 he exact 
senficance at this time of the Fayetteville record 
may be judged when the writer after taking some 
trouble to unearth it finds it to be arecord of simpie, 
vingintegrity and untiring loyalty to the

interests of the boy's employers. The most pains- 
taking search among two generations fails to dis- 
cover any flashes of genius in that country store, 
or any memorials of eccentric talent in that country 
villas But there is unimpeachable testimony -hat 
whatever his hand was given to he did it with al 
bis heart, and that he left behind him the repvta- 
tion for bravery, fidelity and candor that has out- 
lived all these years, It is curious how some simple 
traits d In truth they seem to thrive and 
grow Vi 
The f the elder Cleveland to Clinton 
gave Grover the Jeng-wished-for opportunity to 
attend a lich sehool, and he pursned his studies in 
dustriously until the family moved up on the Black 
River to what was then known as the Hoiland Pat- 


eit—a village of 500 or 0 people—fifteen nuiies 
nort! of Utica. The elder Cleveland preached but 

three Sundays in this place, when he suddenly died. 

Grover first heard «f his father’s death while walk- 
ing with his sister in the streets of Utica. This 
event produced the usual break-up of the family, 

end we next hear of Grover Cieveland setting ovg 
for New York City to accept at a small salary the 
position of under teacher in an asylum for the 
blind, where, at the time, the since well-known Gus 
Sheil was executive officer. 

BREAKS AWAY FROM TUTORSIIP. 

He stayed here two years, and it has been found 
possible todiscoyer the same indelible record of 
hard work, faithfully performed and well-remem- 
bered by those who were cognizant of it, and who 
are stilalive. From tending couutry store to teach- 
ing the blind is along way on the road of self dis- 
Ciphoe. But toteach he did not believe was his 
mission, and consequently at the expiration of two 
years he abandoned it and literally started out to 
seek his fortune—only reversing the usual order, 
and instead of coming to the great city, he left it.

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way with a beaming, remniscent humor of the first 
honor thatcame to him. when his uncle, in getting 
out the second volume of his “Breed Book,” an- 
nonnced to him that he intended to acknowledge in 
it his valuable assistance. B :t these privations and 
miseries, it may readily be seen by the tempera- 
ment of the man. were only so many stimuli. His 
was not the hypersensitive nature that winced and 
wore under physical discomferts, 

“See here,” said his uncle to him one bitter De- 
cember night,when the lad had walked out to Black 
Rock through the sleet and snow; “this is -pretty 
coid weather for you to be traveling without an 
overcoat.” 

“Oh,” says the young man, “I’m going to buy one 
when I earn the money.” 

“Why, look at your feet; they must be sopping, 
eh!” 

“Oh, that’s nothing. getting some copying 
to do now and I'll have a pair of boots by and by.” 

In those days boys had to demonstrate what was 
inthem before they received many favors. 

“You just go right over thereto the tailor’s and 
get the stoutest overcoat he’s got. Dye hear?” 

Very likely Grover had begun to demonstrate 
what was inhim, but whethberto the mind of the 
uncle it was acevacity for compiling herd books or 
the capacity tocoutain Blackstone cannot now be 
learned.

THE YOUNG LAWYER. 

Four years in tue office of Rogers, Bowen & Rog- 
ers asastudent equipped him wit sufficienth ele- 
mentary knowledge aad experience to become man- 
aging clerk at the end of shat time. And so four 
years morepass. It is interesting to know exactly 
what kind of character he had now made for him- 
self and how he was regarded by his associates. It 
is not difficuit to ascertain this with reasonable ac- 
curacy seeing that most of those associates are alive 
and accessible and speak with noticeable candor and 
unanimity. 

“Said one of them to the writer: ‘‘Grover won our 
admiration by his three traits of indomitable indus- 
dustry, unpretentious courage and unswerving hon- 
I never saw amore thorough man at any- 
thing he undertook. Whatever the subject was, he 
was reticent until he had mastered all its bearings 
and made up his own mind—and then nothing could 
swerve him from his conviction. It was this quality 
of intellectual integrity more than anything else 
perhaps that made him afterward listened to and 
respected when more briiliant men who were op- 
posed to him were applauded and forgotten.” 

THE FIRST STEP INTO PUBLIC LIFE. 

In 1863 the question of who should be appointed 
Assistant District Attorney forthe county of Erie 
was warmly discussed by the young lawyers in 
Rogers & Bowen's office. There were 
several that were both eligible and anxious, but it 
does not appear that young Cleveland advanced his 
own claims. Indeed. it isa fact that after the mat- 
ter had been pretty well canvassed they all agreed 
that he was the person who ought to haveit and 
they urged him to accept it, This simple incident 
speaks voiumes for thealready developed character 
of the young man. He was appointed, and from 
that moment his public record began. During the 
three years that he was in the District Attorney's 
Office the great buik of its duties fell upon his 
shoulders, and then it was that bis enormous vita) 
Streugil and tireless industry made themselves felt. 
One inay say now that itis well perhaps that the 
District Attorney himself was rather disposed to let 
youth and vigor shoulder the great part of the re. 
sponsibility. It was just the training that young 
Cleveland needed and he went into it with his coat 
off. 

It was during the performance of the duties of 
this office, and, at a time when a large number of 
important cases with which he alone was thor- 
oughly familiar were demanding his attention, that 
he was drafted. There was no question at all of 
what his duty was. He promptly supplied a substi- 
tute. So weil and faithfully had he conducted the 
affairs of the county that at the end of three years 
he was nominated by the Democrats for the Dis- 
trict Attorneyship. Here, again, it is an undisputa- 
ble fact that he did not solicit the nomination, hesi- 
tated to accept it, and did not turn bis hand over to 
secure his election, It is said in Buffalo that on the 
day of election he was trying a case in court wiile 
his friends were electioneering for him ou the strect, 
and the Judge on the bench, who was presumabiy 
an admirer of bis, peremptoriiy adjournea the cause 
and told Cleveland to go and attend to his interests. 
In the canvass that foilowed he was beaten by the 
Republican candidate. Lyman K. Bass. This was in

young men in the place already. But young Cleve- 
land's persistency won, and he was finally permitted 
to come as an office boy’and have the us® of the law 
library. For this he received the nominal sum of 
$3 or $4 a week, out of which be had to pay his 
board and washing. The walk to and from bis 
uncle’s-wasa long end at that time a rugged one. 
The first winter was a memorably severe one, and 
his shoes were broken, and he had no overcoat. But 
he never intermitted a day. It began to be noticed 
tat he was the most punctual and rezuiar of the 
lads in the office. Often at night he was compelled 
to stand by the warm chimney in the loft where he 
siept and dry his feet after tramping the two miles 
through the snow. His senior employer had taken 
& copy of Blackstone on the first day of the boy's 
office experience, and planting it before him with a 
bang that made the dust fly, said: “Tats where 
they all begin,” There was a titter rau round the 
little circle of clerks, for it was a forboding thing to 
begin with for the average lad. It appears, however. 
that he stuck to the Blackstone so well that he 
mastered it, and so absorbed was he in it one night 
that they locked him in and ali went off. He spent 
that night with the hook and never forgot it, 
THE DISCIPLINE OF HARDSHIP. 

This uneventful period of Grover Cleveland’g life, 
60 devoid of adventure and barren of romance, was 
the period at which ali the forees of his iater life 
Were gestating. The privations and miseries of a 


1865, In 1806 Mr. Cleveland formed a law partner- 
ship with the late I K. Vanderpool, which lasted 
till 1869. He afterwards associated himself with 
the late A. P. Lansing and the iate Oscar Folsom. 
The latter association, however, ended at the ex- 
piration of two years, owing to Mr. Cleveland hay- 
ing been nominated and elected in 1869 to be 
SHERIFF OF ERIE COUNTY. 
In that important positiou he carried an additional 
meed of public respect for his courageous disregard 
of partisan interests and his conscientious rezard 
for the public welfare. At the close of his term he 
formed a partnership with his former antagonist, 
Lyman K. Bass, and Wilson 8. Bisseil. ir, Bags’ 
hea!th not long afterward proving precarious, he 
went to Colorado and the firm became Cleveland & 
Bissell, to which partnership Mr. George J. Sicard 
was admitied in 1581. 
LEGAL DISTINCTIONS. 

It was while thus associated that Grover Cleve- 
land achieved his distinction asa lawyer second to 
few in the western par’ of the State for legal! acu- 
men and intellectual honesty. His jury and beneh 
rivals were distinguished by clear views, direct, 
simple logic, and a thorough mastery of all! the in- 
tricacies of the cases, and his invariable avoidance 
of extrinsic issues and purely teciinical devices 
secured for him the respect of his own profession, 
and the admiration of the public, These qualities, 


penniless novitiate gave way slowly before his de 
termined assiduity and pluck. Hetells in his own 


combined with the fidelity and independence of 
his official act.on while ia office, brought him prom- 


inently before the public of Buffalo when that 


city, unable to extricate itself from a municipal 
octopus, was casting about for a stanch reform 


leader. 
MAYOR OF BUFFALO 


Grover Cleveland's election on a Democratic and 
reform ticket in 1881 suddenly lifted him from local 
into national prominence. The incidents of that 
election and subsequent administration are familiar 
throughout the country. The election itself was an 
aimost unparalleled triumph, seeing that it was se- 
cured by the largest majority ever known, thus 
demonstrating the unbounded confidence which the 
people had in the special fitness of their candidate 
to carry out the reform, and in his unassailable in- 
tegrity 

It is strictly true that Mayor Cleveland was swept 
into office on one of those tidal waves of popular 
protest against ring rule that are as resistless as 
hey are sudden.- But it was after all a local con- 
test, and one has yet to account for the national 
importance which the Buffalo election assumed and 
the widespread interest that was felt in the new 
champion. There is only one way in which to ex- 
plain this. Mr. Cleveland had not yet attracted at- 
tention outside of his metropolitan field. But there 
was one issue that in a sense was the issue of the 
bour everywhere, and that was whether it was any 
longer possible to secure. by a popular election that 
kind of integrity and sagacity that would adminis- 
ter the people's affairs with the honesty and discre- 
tion that were necessary to good government. The 
Buffalo canvass for the Mayoralty definec that issue 
n the sharpest manner. The nomination of Grover 
Cleveland was avowedly and defiantiy the gauge of 
battle thrown down by reform. There were only 
two points to be determined—did the people want 
reform? that is, did they wish their business con- 
ducted honestly, and would the man they had se 
lected for the experiment so conduct it? So vitaily 
important were these two questions that vaster and 
inténser themes were for the moment forgotten by 
the country, and it turned aside momentarily to 
watch this contest in Buffalo. The people answered 
one question and Grover Cleveland answered the 
other. The reply in one case was with votes, in the 
other with acts. ‘ 


THE FIGHT WITH DISHONESTY. 


It would appear that the Diogenes of American 
politics, worn out with his long hunt, was disposed 
to lay aside his lantern after the Buffalo election. 
Whatever else may have been searched for, it is 
pretty well settled that he had found an honest 
man, and, what is of more consequence, the honest 
man was brave enough to carry his private convic- 
tions into his public duties with no regard to parti- 
sauship on the one hand or the influence and threats 
of political scoundrels on the other. There was no 
uncertain sound in his inaugural message. It rang 
clear and simple. 

“We hold,” said he, “the money of the people in 
our hands, to be used for their purposes and to fur- 
ther their interests as members of the municipality, 
and it is quite apparent that, when any part of the 
funds which the taxpayers have thus intrusted to us 
are diverted to other purposes, or when by design 
or neglect we allow a greater sum to be applied to 
any municipal purpose than is necessary, we have, 
to that extent, violated ourduty. There surely is 
no difference in his duties and obligations, whether 
a person is intrusted with the money of one man or 
many, And yet it sometimes appears as though the 
office-holder assumes that a different rule of fidelity 
prevails between him and the tax-payers than that 
which should regulate his conduct when, as an in- 
dividual, he holds the money of his neighbors.” 


This was going back to first principles—and when 
it Game to vetoing an iniquitous street-cleaning con- 
tract. it was with a vengeance. 

“This,” said the veto, “is a time for plain speech, 
and my objection to your action shall be plainly 
stated, I regard itasthe culmination ofa most 
barefaced, impudent and shameless scheme to be- 
tray the interests of the people, and to worse than 
squander the public money. We are fast gaining 
positions in the grades of public stewardship. 
There is no middle ground. Those who are not for 
the people, either in or out of your honorable body, 
are against them andshould be treated accord- 
ingly.” 

It would take a good many columns to reproduce 
here all those simple and straightforward messages 
of his which, coming from Buffalo and dealing 
only with local matters, have nevertheless been re- 
produced all over the country by the press and 
made the political text andthe new hope of the 
party of reform. 
It is quite plain at this time “that the official con- 
duct of Mayor Cleveland—that is to say, his fidelity 
to the pledges made, his uncompromising warfare 
on municipal dishonesty and his sagacity in the 
niavagement of his official trust—brought him prom- 
inently before the people of the State as a candidate 
for Governor. Itisimpossible to find any other 
motive at this time for the nomination than that 
his courageous and intelligent reform had made 
hira for the moment the most popular man in the 
State, 

Frum one end of the land to the other praises of 
his conduct were repeated and the press of , both po- 
litical parties commended him as & fit Executive of 
the State. Among them the New York Sun was con- 
spicuous for its warm eulogisms. Among other 
things it-said editorially: 

“Grover Cleveland, now Mayor of Buffalo, and the 
Democratic candidate for Governor of New York, 
is a man worthy of the highest publie confidence. 
No man can study the record of his career since he 
has held office in Buffalo without being convinced 
that he possesses those highest qualities of a public 
man, sound principles of administrative duty, lum- 
inous intelligence and courage to do what is 
richt, no matter who may be pleased or displeased 
thereby.”

“We wish,” said the Sun, “that the utterances we 


that such a public officer is worthy of the confidence 
and support of the whole people, and that the in- 
terests of the Empire State will be entirely safe in 
his hands.” 

In 1882 Mr. Cleveland was elected Governor of | 
New York by the unprecedented majority of over 
192,000 votes. A veritable tidal wave bore him at 
once and by one sweep from the mayoralty of a 
provincial town to the hig hest executive officer of 
the Empire State. So unquestioned was his reputa 
tion in the State for official probity and personal in 
tegrity, that he commanded the votes of tens of 
thousands of Republicans. 

His election as Governor is part of the recent po- 
litical history of the State. The enormous vote cast 
and the ovefwhelming majority received were in- 
dicative of the interest felt in a reform candidate, 
The Governor's official acts since his election have 
been widely discussed.

appeal for suffrage. Hecomes tothe Presidential 
chair clean, unsmirched, commanding the admira 
tion of ail lovers of honest government.
